INGRATITUDE. 


Greece in overthrowing Premier 
iVenizelos is but following the exam­ 
ple set by all the other allied nations, 
with the exception of Great Britain, of 
repudiating the great leaders that had 
carried 
them 
safely 
through 
the 
greatest crisis in the history of the 
world. Orlando of Italy, Clemenceau, 
the Tiger of France, Wilson, and now 
Venizelos, by the verdict of their peo­ 
ples have been told that in their na­ 
tions’ hearts there is no gratitude for 
achievements, the like of which there 
is in all history none to compare. 
David Lloyd George is the only one 
of the Allied war 
leaders 
who still 
continues to direct the destinies of his 
country, and it may be said that had 
not the election in England been held 
almost immediately after the armis­ 
tice, when the nation was still practi­ 
cally in the throes 
of conflict 
and 
when they dared not do without his 
services, he too wrould have fallen as 
did the others. 
That republics are ungrateful is a 
truism that has come to us from the 
time of the 
Romans 
and 
it 
has 
never been so thoroughly demonstrat­ 
ed as in these days following a victor­ 
ious world war. 
It is true that all the countries thus 
acting are not republics, 
but in the 
matter of selecting leaders of govern­ 
ment they are such 
to 
all 
intents 
and purposes, for the people by vote 
select government heads and in each 
case their thumbs have been turned 
down on the gallant champions who 
gave of all they had for their mother­ 
lands. 
We in this country flatter ourselves 
that whoever had been president 
when we were forced into the war, the 
story would have been the same, and 
that we would have won just as we 
did. 
There is truth in this of course, 
for our people were full of the will to 
yvin, our resources overwhelming and 
our armies would have fought just as 
gallantly, no matter who the indi­ 
vidual at the 
head 
of the govern­ 
ment. But in spite of that, fair-think­ 
ing men must acknowledge that Presi­ 
dent Wilson led the thought of the 
world and was the great out-standing 
figure that brought about the ending 
of hostilities much quicker than even 
the most sanguine 
of 
our 
military 
leaders 
thought 
possible 
by force 
of arms. And in spite of political crit­ 
ics it is an absolute fact that his en­ 
ergy, his wisdom, Jiis far-seeing vis­ 
ion, his judgment in the selection of 
the head of the army and his unselfish 
devotion to the great cause in which 
we were engaged, had all to do with 
the marvelously quick 
results that 
came after we got into action. 
No matter what may be said now, 
the time will come when the answer 
to the question, “who won the war?” 
will be, Woodrow Wilson, with the 
armies of the United States, 
backed 
by the people of the greatest nation 
in the world. 
So much of our own affairs. But 
how about France 
and 
Italy, 
and 
Greece that also have shown astonish­ 
ing ingratitude. 
France today owes 
her 
freedom 
from the oppressors’ heel to Georges 
Clemenceau who 
was 
defeated for 
the presidency after the war by a bril­ 
liant roue who later became an im­ 
becile and was forced to resign his 
high office. 
When 
Clemenceau as­ 
sumed government in the fall of 191/ 
France was so close to collapse that it 
seemed even to him, almost impossi­ 
ble to save it from that catastrophy. 
Everywhere the sentiment for peace 
at 
any 
price 
had 
taken 
hold 
of 
the 
people. 
They 
were 
weary 
of 
war. 
Its horrors, its 
toll of lives, its privations, had so 
eaten into the hearts of suffering men 


courage of the martyrs of old. He took 
upon his aged shoulders the burden of 
a crumbling government and in the 
face of treason in high places, of dis­ 
couragements, of opposition, of lack 
of united support, he rallied the peo­ 
ple to the tri-color of the republic 
and resurrected and made to live 
again the immortal spirit of France. 
And under him France stood true, its 
soldiers kept the faith and fought on 
until the American force was able to 
take its part in the conflict and strike 
the deciding blows. 
These are the things that Clemen­ 
ceau did—things no 
other 
man in 
France could have done— and his re­ 
ward was the down-turned thumbs. 
Of Orlando of Italy it need only be 
said that to him and to him alone was 
due the fact that Italy repudiated its 
old agreement with the Central pow­ 
ers and finally cast its fortunes with 
the forces of freedom and fought side 
by side with the allies until victory 
came. And Italy, too, forgot. 
Orlan­ 
do today is in private life, sent there 
by his countrymen for whom he had 
done so much. 
Now comes Venizelos, the emanci­ 
pator of Greece, who hesitated not to 
oppose the king upon the throne in 
the interest of humanity, who battl­ 
ed against his ruler’s intent to ally the 
nation with the Germans and succeed­ 
ed in exiling the monarch whose rela­ 
tionship with the kaiser threatened at 
one time to bring about that lament­ 
able result. 
Venizelos, the patriot, 
has been cast aside by the people in 
whose interests he ventured all and 
for whom he won more than any 
statesman in all the centuries of Gre­ 
cian existence. 
All these men have 
felt 
the ser­ 
pent’s tooth of ingratitude. 
There is much food for thought in 
the actions of the 
four nations and 
that thought can not but lead us to 
the inevitable conclusion that men and 
women have changed but little since 
great Ceaser fell.

THE LEAGUE’S FIRST MEETING. 


The assembly of the League of Na­ 
tions at Geneva seems to be going to 
work 
in 
businesslike 
fashion. 
Of 
course the League is not what it would 
be if the United States were in it, but 
in spite of the terrific blow dealt it 
by events in this country it is a fac­ 
tor of great importance in world af­ 
fairs. 
There is good ground for the 
hope that its influence will be good 
and that now, with the election over 
in the United States, this country will 
begin to help it, instead of hindering 
it and discrediting it as has been the 
case so far. 
It should be interesting 
to Americans to observe that the small 
nations of Europe seem to be espe­ 
cially desirous that this country come 
in as soon as* possible.

the larger nations of the Entente who 
wanted to shift their burdens to our 
shoulders. 
Perhaps it would have been better 
in the long run if the first meeting of 
the League assembly had not come so 
soon after the American election. The 
victorious American faction requires 
a little time in which to reverse the 
attitude which is maintained during 
the campaign for political purposes. It 
cannot immediately begin the process 
of putting America into the League 
and it cannot at this time smile as cor­ 
dially in the direction of Geneva as 
may be possible later on. 
The next 
meeting of the assembly is likely to be 
much more interesting to us than this 
one. By that time in all likelihood the 
big row that is bound to come in the 
republican party will be over and the 
Harding administration will be ready 
to do the sensible and necessary thing.

Membership Question

A recurring question before the offi­ 
cials of the American Legion is that 
of eligibility to membership. 
dust 
T ^ r e is the line to be drawn? Shall, 
for instance, those “little sisters of the 
army,” the “Y” girls, be admitted to 
full membership? 
Although at present they stand with­ 
out the pale there are some who be­ 
lieve they should he taken in.

Now that approval 
of 
Missouii 
Constitutional Amendment No. 6 is 
definitely assured, 
it is 
pertinent 
and timely to consider the supple­ 
mental legislation necessary 
not 
only to carry the provisions of that 
amendment into effect but to mod­ 
ernize our road laws to meet pres­ 
ent conditions. 
During the campaign on behalf 
of that amendment I visited many 
counties and one of the objections 
—and this was urged by men fav­ 
oring hard roads—was 
the 
utter 
neglect of the upkeep of hard roads 
already constructed. 
“W hat’s 
the 
usp of spending money 
for hard 
roads if they are to be allowed to 
go to destruction in 
four or five 
years” would be 
their complaint, 
and it is amply warranted by the 
condition of most of the hard roads 
in Missouri. 
Under existing 
Missouri 
road 
laws, most of the road 
work 
is 
done by farmers—at such times as 
they feel they are not needed 
in 
their crop work. 
Usually this is in 
the fall. These men are farmers— 
not experienced, skilled road 
con­ 
structors—and they generally lack 
the facilities required to make 
a 
good dirt road. I have seen during 
the past sixty days 
hundreds 
of 
miles of dirt roads freshly graded, 
the loose earth (weeds and trash) 
piled up in the road in the form of 
a sponge ready to leceive and ab­ 
sorb the fall rains and become an 
all-winter loblolly of 
mud. 
Not 
only is most of the cost 
of that 
work utterly wasted but the road 
will be in worse condition than 
if 
not touched at that time. 
W hat’s the answer? 
Missouri’s 
public 
roads—over 
110,000 miles in extent—both 
dirt 
and hard surface should be placed 
undr>r the “patrol system” of con­ 
struction and upkeep by the 
em­ 
ployment of men qualified to do ef­ 
ficient, road work who will be kept 
constantly on the job, just as 
the 
railroads do their 
section 
gangs 
and held responsible 
for the up­ 
keep and condition of 
the 
road 
mileage under their charge. Hard 
roads in Europe, built 2.000 years 
ago, used continuously since 
and 
now really better than when first 
made, have been kept up in 
first 
class condition under 
the 
patrol 
system and at much less expense 
than Missouri’s 
make-shift 
roads 
under our present lick-with-a-prom 
ise methods. 
To judiciously and efficiently ex 
pend that $60,000,000 of road bond 
money a state highway 
board, or 
commission, ^numerically as strong
